WASHINGTON  -  The  United  States  Mint  (Mint)  will  open  sales  for  the  2016  100th  Anniversary  of  the  National  Park  Service 
Commemorative  Coins  March  24  at  noon  Eastern  Time  (ET). 

Public  Law  113-291  authorizes  the  United  States  Mint  to  mint  and  issue  100,000  $5  gold  coins,  500,000  silver  dollar  coins,  and 
750,000  half  dollar  clad  coins  to  commemorate  the  centennial  of  the  National  Park  Service  (NPS).  The  coins  will  be  available 
in  both  proof  and  uncirculated  qualities.

The  funds  are  to  be  used  for  projects  that  help  preserve  and 
protect  resources  under  the  stewardship  of  the  NPS  and  promote  public  enjoyment  and  appreciation  of  these  resources.
